T H S book is published for the use of 
tho People of India, with whose in- 
terests I have been concerned for many 
years dur'ng a long life, as a token of my 
sincere affection for them. 

My purpose has been to put before 
them the Teaching of Christ in His own 
words, as recorded in the four Gospels. 
Those parts of the teaching which were 
addressed specially to the Jews have been 
left out, and also a few passages which 
cannot be fully understood without ex- 
planation. I wish to leave the “ words of 
eternal life ” without any comments, or re- 
ferences to questions upon which opinions 
differ. 

The learned and distinguished Hindu, 
Raja Ram Mohun Roy, published eighty 
years ago a compilation called “ The Pre- 
cepts of Jesus, the guide to peace and 
happiness,” with the same object in view, 
but in a different shape.

INTRODUCTION. 


T HI^ little book contains some of the 
words of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ ; the reader may wish to know ^^ho 
I He was, and when He lived. 

'Fhere are several religions in the world. 
In India, the country in which we live, ' 
most people are Hindus; there are also : 
many Mohammedans, and some Christians. 

I Although in India the number of Chris- 
j tians is comparatively small, almost all 

t 

the nations of Europe and the great conti- 
nent of America call themselves Christians. 
The Empress of India is a Christian. 
Christians not only exceed in number the 
followers of any other religion, but they 
include the most enlightened nations of , 
the world. Intelligent Hindus and Mo- 
hammedans should, therefore, desire to 
gain some knowledge of a religion to which 
so many of the human race belong. 

As Hindus have the Vedas, and Mo- 
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j hammedans the Koran, so Christians rmve 
a cacred book called the Bible^ meaning 
! the Book, The Bible is divided into two 
great parts, called the Old and New Testa- 
ments. The Old Testament wa/ written 
hundreds of years before the N</w Testa- 
ment. One great object of the prophets 
whrse writings are contained in the Old 
Testament is to tell about the Messiah, or 
Saviour, who was to come into the world. 
The New Testament describes the coming 
of this Saviour, what He did, and the 
spread of His religion after He went up to 
Heaven. His name was Jesus Christ. 
The word Jesus means “Salvation of 
God.” He is so called because He came 
to save men from their sins. Christ means 
the same as Messiah, that is, “anointed.” 
Kings in many nations were and are set 
apart by anointing them with oil. Jesi^s 
means “Saviour-King.” 

The New Testament contains four ac- 
counts of the life and teaching tof Jesus 
Christ. They are called Gospels^ which 
means “good news,” because they contain 
the good news of salvation from sin. * They 
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were written by Matthew, Mark, Luke, 
and John, who were apostles or disciples 
of Jesus Christ. 

The following is a very short account of 
Jesus Curist as given in the Gospels. 
Nearly two thousand years ago He came 
from Heaven, and was born as a man for 
our salvation. His birth took place ki a 
country called Palestine, nearly midway 
between India and England, and not far 
from Arabia. When about thirty years of 
age, Jesus Christ began to go about the 
country teaching, and doing many wonder- 
ful works. As He came to die for our 
salvation. He allowed Himself to be put 
to death on the cross, but He rose from 
the dead on the third day, and afterwards 
ascended to Heaven. Before leaving the ! 
world. He promised that He would send | 
the Spirit of God to His disciples, and i 
told them to go and make disciples of all i 
nations. In obedience to this command, j 
missionaries have come to India. Chris- j 
tians are so called because they claim to 1 
be followers of Christ. Though many of j 
them do not act up to the holy religion i 
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I they profess, yet they all acknowledge 
! Him as the only Saviour. 

! This little book contains some of the 

\ 

i sayings of Jesus Christ so arranged as to 
: be easily understood by those have 
not yet read the New Testamem:. After 
reading this little book you should also 
I re^^ the Gospels.^ From them you will 
j find out what Jesus Christ did as well as 
I what He said. Afterwards you should read 
j the whole New Testament, and before you 
j read you should offer a prayer to God to 
I guide you to understand and believe the 
j truth.

behave itself unseemly^ seeketh not its own^ 
is not provoked^ taketh not account of evil ; 
rejoiceth not in unrighteousness^ but rejoiceth 
with the truth ; beareth all things^ believeth 
all things^ hopeth all things^ endureth all 
things. Love never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies^ they shall be done away ; 
whether there be tongues^ they shall cease ; \ 
whether there be knowledge^ it shall be done 
away. For we know in part^ and we 
prophecy in part: but when that which is 
perfect is come, that which is in part shall 
be done away. When I was a child, I 
spake as a child, I felt as a child, I thought 
as a child: now that I am become a man, 
I have put away childish things.

Behold how mtich wood is 
kindled by how small a jirel And the 
tongue is a fire: the world of iniquity 
among our members is the tongue^ which 
defileth the whole body, and setteth on fire 
the wheel of nature, and is set on fire by 
hell. For every kind of beasts and birds, 
of creeping things and things in the sea, is 
tamed, and hath been tamed by mankind : 
but the tongue can no man tame ; it is a 
restless evil, it is full of deadly poison. 
Therewith bless we the Lord and Father ; 
and therewith curse we men, which are made 
after the likeness of God: out of the same 
mouth cometh forth blessing and cursing.

him the Pharisees, and certain of the Matt. xv. 
scribes^ which had seen that some of his dis- 
ciples ate their bread with defiled^ that is^ 
unwashed hands. 

For the Pharisees^ and all the Jews, ex- 
cept they wash their hands diligently, eat 
not, holding the tradition of the elders: and 
when they come from the marketplace, ex- 
cept they wash themselves, they eat not ; and 
many other things there be, which they have 
received to hold, tvashings of cups, and pots, 
and brasen vessels. 

And the Pharisees and the scribes ask 
him, "^Vhy walk not thy disciples according 
to the tradition of the elders, but eat their 
bread with defiled hands ? 

And he called to him the multitude, and 
said unto them. 

Hear me all of you and understand : 

There is nothing from without the man, 
that going into him can defile him: but 
the things that proceed out of the man 
are those that defile the man. 
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And his disciples asked of him the parable, 
An'i he saith unto them^ 

Perceive ye not, that whatsoever from 
without goeth into the man it cannot 
defile him ; because it goeth not into his 
heart, but into his belly, and goeth out into 
the draught ? That which proceedeth out 
of the man, that defileth the man. For 
from within, out of the heart of men, 
evil thoughts proceed, fornications, thefts, 
murders, adulteries, covetings, wicked- 
nesses, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, 
railing, pride, foolishness; all these evil 
things proceed from within, and defile the 
man. But to eat with unwashen hands 
defileth not the man.

See that 
none rend'^r unto anyone evil for evil ; but 
alway follow after that which is good, one 
toward another, and toward all. Rejoice 
alway ; pray without ceasing ; in everything 
giving thanks : for this is the will of God 
in Christ Jesus to you-ward, , , . Prove 
all things; hold fast that which is good; 
abstain from every form of evil, — Saint Paul, 
I St Epistle to the Thessalonians, v. 15-22. 

He that giveth, let him do it with liber- 
ality ; he that ruleth, with diligence; he 
that showeth mercy, with cheerfulness. Let 
lave be without hypocrisy. Abhor that 
which is evil ; cleave to that which is good, 
,,, Be tenderly affectioned one to another ; 
in honour preferring one another; not 
slothful in business ; fervent in spirit ; serV’ 
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ing the Lord; rejoicing in hope ; patient in 
tribulation; continuing stedfastly ir prayer; 
contributing to the necessities of the saints ; 
given to hospitality. Bless them that per- 
secute you ; bless^ and curse not. Rejoice 
with them that rejoice ; weep with them 
that weep. . . . Set not your mind on high 
things^ but condescend to things that are 
lowly. Be not wise in your oirn conceits. 
Render to no man evil for evil. ... If it 
be possible^ as much as in you liethy be at 
peace with all men. Avenge not yourselves. 

. . . But if thine enemy hunger^ feed him;

heed, watch and pray : for ye know not on 
what day your Lord cometh. But know 
this, that if the master of the house had 
known in what watch the thief was coming, 
he would have watched, and would not have 
suffered his house to be broken through. 

Therefore be ye also ready : for in an hour 
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that ye think not the Son of man cometh. 
Who then is the faithful and wise servant, 
whom his lord hath set over his house- 
hold, to give them their food in due 
season? Blessed is that servant, whom 
his lord when he cometh shall find so 
doing. Verily I say unto you, that he 
will set him over all that he hath. But if 
that evil servant shall say in his heart. My 
lord tarrieth ; and shall begin to l '^at his 
fellow servants, and shall eat and drink 
with the drunken ; the lord of that servant 
shall come in a day when he expecteth 
not, and in an hour when he knoweth 
not, and shall cut him asunder, and ap- 
point his portion with the hypocrites : 
there shall be the weeping and gnashing 
of teeth.
